The South carolina Bxeca Executive Reopen 
the Dispensaries. 
“Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

COLUMBIA (8. C.,) July 22.—Gov. in- 
man stated today that he would issue his 
proclamation tomorrow, reopening the dis- 
pensaries on August 1. He says that he 
is determined to .enforce the law more 
vigorously than ever. The Governor ex- 
plained his position, saying the decision 
against the Constitutionol territory of the 
law was due to the political prejudices 
of the Supreme Court. He said that 
their decision did not affect the act of 
1893, the necessary enforcement of which 
since April 17, when the decision was 
pronounced, he explained by saying that 
he is determined not to leave the saloon 
men an opportunity to bring a test case. 
He appears to take it for granted that 
Justice-elect Gray, who succeeded Justice 
McGowan on July 20, is settled; in his opin- 
jon as to the law’s validity. 

Gray was president of the State Senate 
when the law was passed, and assisted 
in its enactment. The Governor’s pro- 
posed action causes the greatest anxiety. 
His opponents construe it as setting at 
defiance the State’s highest ‘ tribunal. 

It is, moreover, plain that the Governor 
is in an ugly mood, and will resor to 
efforts more vigorous than ever to crush 
out the opposition. Many who previously 
joined in the efforts to render the law 
ineffective, now say it is a fight between 
Tillman dnd the a ‘will.

| "THE LATE STRIKE. 


— 
Public Opinion on the Great 
Blunder, 


Some Eastern Press Utterances that are Still 
Timely for the Sound Sense they 
Contain—Logic of the 
Situation. 


Below are extracts from Hastern news- 
paper editorials on the recent railway 
strike and boycott, which, while several 
days old, are still not untimely, because 
of the strong, brave and just sentiments 
which they embody: 

DEBS’S PROTOTYPE. 

(Cincinnati Times-Star, July 16:) Sup- 
pose Messrs. Debs and Sovereign had won 
in the game they have just been playing, 
in the fight they have made, not so much 
against Pullman, as against law and or- 
der. Has anybody contemplated for a mo- 
ment the immediate and remote results 
of their victory? If they had established 
their right to interfere whenever there 
was a dispute between the employer and 
employee, with whom they had no possi- 
ble connection, how long would the rail- 
roads of the country have been suffered 
to run, how long the wheels of in- 
‘dustry suffered to revolve? Right after 
his victory on the Great Northern, Debs 
proposed that the American Railway Union 
and the Knights of Labor unite. The 
object of the union of these two organiza- 
tions, he said, was to compel a settlement 
of all labor difficulties throughout the 
country. If some insignificant dispute 
should arise in any part of the United 
States between employer and employed, 
he proposed to immediately stop all work 
between San Diego and the Passama- 
quoddy Bay, and between the lakes and 
the gulf. This anybody can readily see 
would mean a chronic palsy of industry, 
for there never has been and there never 
will be a minute of time when some form 
of differences between employer and 6m- 
ployed in some part of the country has 
not existed or will not exist. To have 
executed the Debs ideal plan of settle- 
ment would have meant to keep the la- 
2 man in a chronic state of idle- 

It these two conspirators against law 
and order could have succeeded in their 
latest effort it would not have been six 
weeks before they had the country tied 
up again. If Messrs. Debs and Sovereign 
had demonstrated their right to interfere 
in A dispute between Pullman and his 
employees, how long before they would 
have arrogated to themselves the right 
to settle all disputes, in low places as well 
as high—disputes, for example, between 
the superintendent of a hospital and his 
assistants, disputes between a preacher and 
his congregation? Their greed for power 
could not have been satiated. How long 
before the family hearthstone would have 
been subject to their intrusion and they 
would have been dictating to the private 
citizen as to whether he should have boiled 
eggs or beefsteak for breakfast, as to 
whether his children should wear black 
Shoes or tan shoes, or no shoes at all? 
The appetite for power grows by what it 
feeds upon. Sucdéess for Debs and Sover 
eign meant a ‘tyranny in this country of 
which the most oppressed Russian never 
dreamed. ;

July, 1647, this fiery fishmonger was at the 
head of a troop of young men preparing 
to celebrate the festival of Our Lady of 
Carmel.” They ‘were congregated in the 
market- place, where, because of the ob- 
moxious tax, few countrymen had come. 
The people were sullen, when a dispute 
arose between a countryman and a cus- 
tomer, who had bought some figs, as to 
which one of them was to bear the tax. 


to, and decided agaimst the countryman, 
whereupon the latter angrily upset his 
Dasket of fruit on pavement. 
Instantly the malcontent was sur- 
rounded by a crowd cursing the tax- 
gatherer. Prominent in the crowd 
was Masaniello yelling, ‘‘No taxes, no 
more taxes! The cry was caught up by 
thousands. The magistrate attempted to 
speak when Masaniello dashed a bunch of 
figs in his face, whereupon others feel 
upon him and but for the help of his at- 
tendants would have killed him then and 
there. By this time the crowd had become 
a mob was in motion and Masaniello was 
at its head. It moved on to the palace of 
the viceroy and demanded the abolition 
of all taxes, and the viceroy in terror as- 
sented, as the cringing Altgeld and Hop- 
kins were willing to assent to the mob 
a few days ago. The viceroy seeing that 
his besiegers meant mischief sought to es- 
cape, and succeeded only by scattering 
money among them. His place was at 
once gutted, and by Masaniello’s orders 
its furniture was carried to the public 
square and burned. In the blaze of the 
light of the burning furniture Masaniello 
was saluted as Captain General of the 
Neapolitans,” a platform was run up and 
the new captain general took possession. 

The revolution was complete and 600,- 
000 people were Masaniello’s slaves, In 
a few hours after the market place inci- 
dent the fishmonger had 50,000 men at his 
back, the fishing wand was exchanged for 
the truncheon of command, the seaboy’s 
jacket for cloth of silver and gold. Armes 
passed in review before him, and the fleets 
acknowledged his sway. Never was a chief 
more absolute. He ordered all nobles and 
cavaliers to give up their arms and they 
obeyed. He ordered all men of rank to 
go without cloaks or wide cassocks and 
at once Naples was a cassockless city. 
The women were ordered to cast aste 
their farthingales (hooped skirts) and to 
tuck up their gowns and they obeyed. 
The proudest of the daughters of Naples did 
not dare disobey the command. 

On one occasion when the people were 
assembled in vast numbers Masaniello 
ordered in a loud voice that all, under 
penalty of death, mould at once retire 
to their houses and home they went. 
Again on another occasion he put ~his 
finger into his mouth as an indication that 
all must be silent and instantly every voice 
was busbed.. At a given sign from him 
the people shouted, anon by his order they 
were mute as fish. 

But. his power lasted only nine days. 
Elevated on the 7th of July he was shot 
down on the 16th of the same month and 
the legitimate authorities resumed their 
8 .

(Chicago Herald:) There are 15,000,000 


on the wages paid them for labor. Nearly 
the entire number labor with their hands. 
This includes, of course, employees 3 
who 
handle goods, wares, merchandise and pro- 
duce, as well as those employed directly 
in production. 

These 15,000,000 persons; with their fam- 
ilies, constitute what are called, for con- 
wenience, the labor classes.“ They are 
supported on the wages paid by employers 
to employees. This entire population is at 
least half the whole population of the 
country. They number, propably, thirty- 
five million. 

It is claimed that the Debs Railway 
Union has 100,000 members. Probably the 
claim has a basis of truth. Conceding that 
this is the s of the union,“ its 
membership is one in 150,000 of the labor- 
ing men of the country. This infinitesi- 
mal minority, by a resort to the methods 
of barbarism—by terrorism and riotous vio- 
lence—is seeking to control the majority 
of 150,000 to 1. — 

The method of the savage minority is 

to stop railway traffic, by which a vast 
proportion of the population traveling in 
the cars are stopped on their journeys or 
prevented from starting; the provision 
trade is obstructed or paralyzed, by which 
food supplies are increased in price or en- 
tirely cut off; factories are prevented 
from procuring fuel or materials, and from 
shipping their products; an embargo is laid 
on farm productions; the mines gre closed; 
wasteful, expensive and sullen idleness 
takes the place of busy, profitable, cheer- 
ful industry. 
This is the character which the Debs 
strike has assumed. It is no longer 
against the Pullman Company, nor against 
Pullman cars on the railways. It is no 
longer against the railways, nor against 
the Managers’ Association. It has grown 
beyond that. It is a strike against the 
laboring population especially, and against 
all the people of the country. 

At the Chicago stock yards alone more 
than 40,000 men are in enforced idleness 
on account of the Debs rebellion. Prob- 
ably these men represent a population of 
150,000 or more. Not one in a hundred 
of them sympathizes with Debs. ac- 
tically all of them are anxious to work 
and are resentful because through the 
violence of the boycott chieftains, they 
are not able to work. 

Many thousands of other industrious 
and law-abiding men are now out of em- 
ployment for the same reason that has 
brought the stock yards industries to a 
standstill. Labor everywhere is afflicted 
and despoiled by the conditions which 
Debs has brought about. The destructive- 
ness, the impudence, the inconvenience, 
the vexation, the danger of the situation 
which a few reckless conspirators have 
conjured up cannot easily be overesti- 
mated. 

It is extremely improbable that all the 
men in Debs’s Railway Union are in favor 
of the plans which the strike combine has 
adopted. A few aggressive, active, noisy, 
blatherskite agitators, mischief-makers 
and bushwhackers constitute the strike 
leaders and instigate the measures by 
which it is conducted. ;

A FEARFUL SCOURGE. 


The Health Officer of the Port of Yokohama 
Makes Disclosures. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, July 22.—Recognizing 
the difficulties in the way of obtaining 
accurate information upon sanitary mat- 
ters from oriental countries, the Health 
Officer of the port of Yokohama and mem- 
ber of the Imperial Board of Health of 
Tokio, has sent to the Marine Hospital 
Bureau a semi-official statement of the 
epidemic of the plague in South China. 
It appears from his report that this 
scourge, of which only fragmentary news 
has been received, is one of the most 
fearful on record, having its greatest hold 
at the port of Hong Kong, where most 
of the foreign commerce touches. The 
diseasé broke out in Canton late last 
February, and at the same time was epi- 
demic at Pakhoi, a port not often visited 
by Europeans. During March and April 
it steadily increased until it assumed 
gigantic proportions. According to the

The remains were at once re- 
moved to the residence of Mrs. Daggett, 
the daughter of Dr. Stewart, at South

Dr. Stewart was 70 years of age and 
leaves a widow and one daughter, Mrs. 
Daggett, with whom he has resided at 
South Pasadena since coming to this State. 
He wes born in Pennsylvania and educated 
at Jefferson College and at the Alleghany 
Theological Seminary, acquitting himself 
with distinction at both seats of learning.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—Gen. A. J.

“The country has now had a year’s ex- 
perience under the gold standard policy 
since the acts of 1893, closing the mints 
of India and the stoppage of the coinage 
of silver in the United States. The results 
of this experience are manifest on every 
side in the ‘business depression of the 
country, in labor strikes and in the gen- 
eral discontent that everywhere prevails. 
Congress will soon compléte its work and 


fore the country will then be fully dis- 
closed. Some State elections, involving 
the election of United States Senators, 
have already been entered upon and the 
campaign for the election of members of 
the House for the Fifty-fourth Congress 
will soon begin. 

In view of these conditions the Execu- 
tive Committee of the American Bimetallic 
League has thought it advisable to call a 
conference of those who believe that no 
permanent improvement in the condition 
of the country can be hoped for as long 
as the present gold standard policy is pur- 
suéd and who favor the immediate resto- 
ration’ of the bimetillic standard in the 
United States, with the free coinage of 
both gold and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
to be held at Washington, Thursday, Au- 
gust 16, 1894, to take into consideration 
the condition of the country and to decide 
upon the policy to be pursued to bring 
about the change in the monetary policy

SOME HORSE HISTORY. 
(Breeder and Sportsman:) Thirty-eight 
years ago, or thereabouts, the famous race 
horse, Glencoe, was imported into Amer- 
ica, after he had been the successful 
winner of many of the great stakes and 
cups of England. He was purchased at 
a liberal price—the largest that had 
ever been paid for a single horse on 
either hemisphere—and his purchaser had 
great expectations of him in the stud in 
America. His coming was heralded over 
the land, and ere he arrived thousands of 
horsemen were eager to have a look 
at him. The day he walked down the 
gangplank from the great ship that 
brought him from England, a hundred 
horsemen were present, and the English- 
men among them gave three hearty cheers. 
The Americans did not like him. The 
horse was not the big, stout racer they 
had expected of the winner of the Two 
Thousand Guineas. Neither was he pre- 
possessing in his make-up. He was low-. 
headed, with a slight sway in his back, 
with knees that did not meet the approval 
of the American standard of a horse. 
However, he was here, and from his 
extraordinary racing record in England, he 
succeeded in attracting to his harem a 
few of the best mares in the Southwest. 
In time his three-year-old colts appeared 
on the turf, but among the first batch 
there was not a good one to carry the 
Glencoe colors to the front. Then the 
wise ones shook their heads, with the 
remark, 1 told you so.” The rumor 
went abroad that his progeny were 
“quitters’—could not stay a distance, and 
for a few seasons the winner of the Ascot 
cup stood without a patron outside of his 
owner’s paddocks. At last one of his 
colts found its way up into Missouri. 
This was Little Arthur, the afterward 
famous gray horse of the West. When 
Arthur was 3 years old some old gentle- 
men of Lexington-ramong whom was 
Uncle Billy Russell—belleving the colt to 
be a fair representative of the

The New Sectionalism. 


(From the Progress of the World,” July 
Rev.ew of Reviews:) So far as Populism 
stands represented at Washington, it is 
only oh that it should be fairly and 
truthfully reported. We are hearing much 
of a new e@ectionalism, which is said to be 
arraying the West and Southwest against 
the Bast, and to be instigated and propa- 
gated by the Populist party. We have 
even heard threats of the secession from 
the Union of a W of the United 
States unless certain legislation should 
be accomplished. From Kansas, Colorado 
and other Western commonwealths have 
come to the Eastern press many extrava- 
gant reports of extreme political and social 
unrest, mingled with warnings calculated 
to alarm the timid Eastern mind and to 
deepen the conviction already existing 
among the untraveled residents on the 
Atlantic seaboard that the West is rabid 
and terrible, and that its views and senti- 
ments must of necessity be treated with 
sharp suspicion. It is exetremely unfortu- 
nate that this sectional spirit should have 
been so disagreeably awakened. The blame 
is perhaps to be about evenly divided, The 
East might well have ascertained that a 
few noisy and extreme men do not make 
up the West, nor express its sentiments. 
The West, on the other hand, as repre- 
sented by some of its chosen leaders, 
might well have spoken with more discrim- 
ination and sobriety regarding the moneyed 
classes and interests of the Bast. The 
Popullsts declare that their party is not a 
tranaient movement, but that it has come 
to stay permanently and to prevail. The 
leaders of all the third-party movements 
that have preceded the Populist party since 
the war have held the same view. They 
have declared that the old parties, one or 
both, were doomd to speedy disintegration 
and that the new party was destined to 
rise to a period of dominance, just as the 
Republican party, seizing upon new issues, 
had made itself the party of progress and 
had at length triumphed in 1860. But the 
third-party movements of the past twenty- 
five years have all been transient, so far 
as the structure was concerned, That they

BROKE JAIL. 


Two More Prisoners Escape from the City 
Prison. 

Two men broke jail early Festerday morn- 
ing, and the public are thereby again re- 
minded that the present City Prisonis woe- 
fully inadequate to the demands made upon 
it. No extended preparations were made 
for the attempt, either. No filing of 
prison bars was required, nor the labori- 
. ous chiseling of masonry, neither were 
the desperadoes obliged to toil for weary 
months, and in secret, at some long under- 
ground tunnel, secure their freedom. They 

simply took two or three tables and a bar- 
rel, placed one on top of the other, then 
wrenched off an iron bar, lifted the sky- 
light, and they were free. It was so sim- 
ple, the barriers to overcome so slight, 
that the wonder is that efforts in that 
direction have not oftener been success- 
ful. A man named Lint, who had only 
three weeks’ confinement left out of a 
sentence of 120 days for petty larceny, 
was one of the jail-breakers. The other 
Was a man named Myrtle, who was over 
a year in arrears on a sentence of 500 
days, and he it was, probably, who 
planned the escape. Myrtle was a con- 
fidence man, who lured the unsuspecting 
sucker inta wagering money that he could 
open a certain lock, because he had seen 
what he imagined was the same lock 
opened with ease a moment before. Lint 
had been convicted of stealing a coat and 
vest from a man on Los Angeles street 
some months before. 

Every effort was made to catch the 
men, but without success, although their 
escape was discovered five minutes after 
it occurred. Officer Reynolds and Jailer 
Hill spent the greater portion of the day 
scouring the city and suburbs, going as 
far as San Fernando, Burbank and Holly- 
wood, but to no purpose. 

Charles Myritt, alias Myrtle, alias Mor- 
gan, alias Sherman, is about 35 years of 
age, weighs 161 pounds, and is 5 feet 7% 
inches tall. He has a dark complexion, 
light gray eyes, dark brown hair, and 
when arrested a brown mustache, al- 
though at the time of his escape he had 
a full brown beard. His full measure, 
with arms extended, is 5 feet 10% inches; 
chest measure, 35 inches; waist, 34; hat, 
7%; boots, No. 9. There is a deep seam 
between his lower lip and chin. Tattooed 
on his left forearm is a representation 
of a dancing girl, with arms over her 
head, and on his right forearm an American
